Initially we draw 
three view perspectives of gaskets, machine parts, and 
projects from other shops. Then we dimension the 
drawing. 

Next, we make a print of the drawing . All of the 
drawings have to be perfect. The reason for this is 
because a single error in a part could cost a company 
thousands of dollars if a machinist produces a part 
following our incorrect blueprint 

Another thing that makes our shop challenging ts 
that we very rarely see the results of our work. Machin- 
ists and carpenters make something and they can see 
immediately the outcome of what they produced. We 
don’t receive that satisfaction. We draw a blueprint for 
them, and we don’t always know how the manufac- 
tured piece turns out. One thing for sure, though; if 
there is an error in the blueprint, we are the first to hear 
about it! 

We do realize that our job is important because 
what we do helps many machinists and other 
manufactorers with their work. The part many of us 
enjoy the most is taking our dimensional drawings and 
putting them into an understandable picture. 

Discipline is pretty strict in the shop and sometimes 
we become tired of basic, routine drawings; but when 
we get new assignments, Machine Drafting becomes 
fun and challenging as well as helping us learn skills for 


earning a good living. 

Machine Drafting is one of the most important 
trades there is because there isn’t ever going to be an 
object, building, or article of clothing that doesn’t start 
with a drawing.
